One planting of these vegetables 
per year is not sufficient to in- 
Sure an adequate supply of fresh 
vegetables during the growing 
Season, The gardener should plan 
and plant his garden so ag to have 
#8 large an assortment of fresh 
vegetables as possible throughout 
the year, In order to reach this 
goal the gardener should plant the 
quick maturing vegetables, such 
as: snap beans, cowpeas, beets, 
carrots, turnips, lettuce, squash, 
corn, spinach, mustard, tender- 
&reen, and tomatoes, every two to 
three weeks throughout their re- 
spective seasons, 

The five community canning 
plants located at Kinston, Elba, 
Zion Chapel, Goodman and Enter- 
prise offer an excellent opportuni- 
ly for the farm family to work 
together toward putting up a 
large quantity of food in a short 
time, 

However, those families who are 
not within reach of a canning 
plant will need to can a sufficient 
amount of these vegetables at 
home in order that they, too, might 
provide an adequate food supply 
for the winter at a moderate cost. 

In additoin to supplying the nec- 
ussary food needed at home this 
vanned food offers a potential pos- 
sibility for supplying the school 
child with a hot lunch, At pres- 
ent the school lunch rooms locat- 
ed in the various schools of Coffee 
County are accepting these canned 
products in exchange for hot 
meals, 

By following the suggested plan 
for planting and canning as set! 
up by the Coffee County Vocation- 
al workers, the family should have 
& sufficient quantity of fresh, 
canned, and dried food o insure 
adequate food needs throughout 
the year.

ON SPRING GARDENING 


By W. A. RUFFIN 
Extension Garden Specialist 

Can we produce $30,000,000 
worth of yegetables in Alabama 
during 1940, ‘The answer to this 
question is “Yes.” Why should 
we try to grow so many vege- 
tables? The answer to this ques- 
tion is: If farm people of this 
State are to be well fed we need 
to grow about three times as many 
vegetables as are now being pro- 
duced for home consumption, 

Someone might think that we 
Are advocating a muterial micrease 
in the acreage planted to vepge- 
fable crops, ‘his is not true, Lt 
would be most desirable, however, 
if every garden in Alabama was 
managed so that fresh vegetables 
could be harvested every month 
of the yeur, 

Compost: Experiments at Au- 
burn have shown that the best veg- 
etables are produced on soil that 
has received heavy applications ot 
compost. Mid-winter is an excel- 
lent time to apply this garden fer- 
tilizer, Broadcust five to ten loads 
of compost, for the average-sized 
garden, and turn it under, 

Lime: An application of 400 to 
600 pounds per acre of ground 
limestone or basic slag will ma- 
terially increase the production of 
beeets, carrots, lettuce, beans, and 
peas on most soils, Do not apply 
lime to soils on which Irish pota- 
toes are to be grown, 

Commercial Wertilizer: Whea 
properly balanced it is almost im- 
possible to apply too much plant 
tcod to the soil for vegetables, 
Where plenty of compost has been 
applied a 4-8-4 grade of fertilizer 
can be used with good results, It 
should be applied in the row atl 
the rate of four to six pounds to 
each 100 feet, Side dress, with 
uitrogen, such crops as cabbage 
and lettuce as soon’as the plants 
Lave become well established, 

Irish Potatoes: Very few farm- 
ers grow enough potatoes. Cer- 
tified seed potatoes give much 
higher yields. Buy the best seed 
available, Potato seed pieces should 
be about the size of an egg. Fer- 
tilize ground to be planted in po- 
tatoes with a 4-10-7 fertilizer ap- 
plied at the rate of 1,000 pounds 
per acre. Do not use lime or com- 
post on potatoes,

M, (Hub) Bryson, chairman of the 
local organization, stated, “Our 
organization is firmly pledged to 


‘|Support three specific types of leg- 


islation we feel are necessary to 
the well-being of our motorist cus- 
tomers. The practice of levying 
local (county or city) gasoline 
taxes is unsound and an unjust 
handicap on service facilities lo- 
cated in the areas concerned. We 
are also asking legislators to sup- 
port a measure which will prohibit 
the use of motor taxes for any 
purpose other than legitimate 
highway expenditures. Most im- 
portant of the program so enthu- 
siastically endorsed at the meet- 
ing is the outright repeal of the 
State lubricating oil tax and the 
climination of the duplicating Fed- 
eral gasoline and lubricating oil 
taxes, 

Mr. J. B. Turner, chairman of 
the State speakers bureau of the 
Alabama Petroleum Industries 
Committee, delivered the principal 
address, emphasizing the effect of 
excessive taxation on the industry, 
its personnel and on highway users

THE SEPULCHER: TRIUMPH 
OVER DEATH 

LESSON THEXT—Matthew 27:57—28:6, 

GOLDEN TEXT—But now Is Christ 

risen from the dead, and become the 

firstfruits of them that slept,—I Corin- 

thians 15:20, 


The inspiration and spiritual re- 
newing of Baster day comes to us 
again. How thankful every Chris- 
tian should be for this day of re- 
membrance of our Lord's triumph 
over death. How much we should 
praise God that the day for us who 
are His disciples is not one of out- 
ward display but of inward revival. 

In our series of lessons in Matthew 
we have followed our Lord in His 
lifévand ministry on through Geth- 
semane to Calvary. Today we find 
loving hands giving themselves in 
what they thought to be the final 
act of devotion to their Lord, and 
we also see the hands of wicked 
men active in what they thought was 
a final act of hatred. Then sud- 
denly the Lord Himself breaks 
through in resurrection power. 

I, Love Is Kind (27:57-61). 

The women, whose devotion to 
their Lord never wavered, were 
joined in the final act of taking the 
body of Jesus from the cross and 
burying it by two secret disciples 
of the Lord who now came out 
into the open, Joseph of Arimathea, 
a member of the Sanhedrin (Luke 
23:50, 51), and Nicodemus (John 
19:39, 40). It was a courageous 
act on their part and undoubtedly 
the expression of their great love 
for Jesus. Fi 

The two Marys seemed to have 
stayed to watch the grave even after 
Joseph had gone to his home. ‘The 
death of Jesus may have crushed 
their hopes, for they apparently did 
not recall His promise of resurrec- 
tion, but they still loved Him. After 
all, is not that the ultimate and es- 
sential mark of a disciple, love for 
our Lord? Faith may waver, hope 
deferred may make the heart sick 
with discouragement, but neverthe- 
less we will follow the example of 
these disciples and never let our 
love for Him,grow cold. In due 
season such faithfulness finds a glo- 
rious reward, 

Il, Hatred Is Relentless (27:62- 


66). 


The wicked men who had brought 
about the crucifixion of Jesus were 
not content to let their hatred of 
Him die at the grave. They lusted 
after His life and they had taken 
that, but even as He lay silent in 
the grave, the priests and the Phari- 
sees came to Pilate and called Him 
“that deceiver’ (v. 63) and demand- 
ed a special guard. They feared 
that His disciples would perpetrate 
a fraud, and after stealing the body 
declare that He was risen. Wicked 
and deceitful hearts can imagine all 
sorts of treachery on the part of 
others. 

The hatred of unbelievers toward 
Christ and toward His followers 
knows no stopping place. In civi- 
lized lands and among cultured peo- 
yle it operates under a cloak of 
respectability, but it is none the 
less bitter and relentless in its pur- 
suit of Him and of His Church. 

Observe that while the chief 
priests and Pharisees acted in 
hatred and unbelief, they unwitting- 
ly did the cause of Christ a great 
service by demanding the guard 
over the tomb. They made it for- 
ever impossible for any charge of 
fraud to be successfully made 
against the truth of the resurrec- 
tion, 

II, Christ Is Triumphant (28:1-6). 

Victory and praise should be the 
keynote of Christianity, Why should 
we be doleful and sad? Our Lord 
has come back victorious from the 
grave! We may be glad and sing 
even in the midst of earth’s sorrows 
and distresses. Let praise be the 
employ of our lips constantly as we 
worship Him and work for Him. 


The picture that greeted the sur- 
prised eyes of the two women as 
they came to the grave as it began 
to dawn on the first day of the week 
was one resplendent with the glory 
and majesty of God. The earth 
quaked as the lightning and white 
angel of the Lord broke through the 
unbreakable seal of Rome and rolled 
back the stone which was to have 
permanently closed the door to the 
tomb, This was done, not to release 
Christ—for He had already gone, no 
grave could hold Him—but that men 
might see the empty grave and 
know that He was risen. 


To the foes of Christ represented 
by the keepers, the coming of the 
angel and the revelation of the 
power of God brought absolute dis- 
comfiture, That is still true. Men 
will argue with theology, church 
methods, even Christian profession, 
until they see the power of God re. 
vealed, and then they can only be 
‘as dead men,” 

To the friends of Christ the angel 
brought comfort and assurance. 
Their fears were assuaged by his 
word of comfort, and then their faith 
was revived by the assurance that 
Christ was risen. The resurrection 
declares that He is the Son of God 
with power, the Saviour of the world

THE ELBA CLIPPER: 


Campaign For 


Low Income Families Launched; 
Chairmen And Helpers Selected 


The Cotton Mattress Demon- 
stration program under which low 
income families will be supplied 
with cotton and ticking for mat- 
tresses was started in Coffee Coun- 
ty on Monday, March 25th, ac- 
cording to a joint announcement 
this week by Hugh D. Sexton, 
County Agent, Mamie Mathews, 
Home Agent, and other agricul- 
tural workers of the county. 

This is an Wxtension Service 
program in cooperation with the 
Federal Surplus Commodities Cor- 
poration, Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, and other agencies 
in the county, It is designed to 
make part of the cotton surplus 
available to low income families 
who will be taught by the home 
demonstration agents and other 
mattress making leaders to make 
comfortable mattresses for home 
use, 

According to information 
the Extension office in this 


given 
coun- 


ty, the following provisions are 
to be followed: 
1. Secretary Wallace nas de- 


fined ‘low income family” to mean 
any family having a total income 
(not including products raised for 
home consumption) of not more 
than $400, At least one-half of 
the income must be derived from 
agricultural operations, 

2. Applications for this assist- 
ance will be taken by designated 
farm women in this county. Hach 
application will be for 50 pounds 
of cotton and 10 yards of ticking 
which {is the amount needed for 
a full size double mattress, 

38. The County AAA commit- 
tee will review the applications 
to determine whether the family 
applying is in the low-income 
group. The committee will make 
use of AAA data in the county 
AAA office in determining the in- 
come of the family. Orders for 
the material will be prepared by 
the county AAA office. 

4. A woman club leader will 
serve as chairman of the program 
in each community. 

5. Trained mattress-making 
demonstrators will be available in 
each community to help the se- 
lected families make the mattress- 
es with materials furnished by 
the FSCC. 

6. After the cotton and ticking 
material is received by the farm 
family, one or more members of 
the family will go to the designat- 
ed place in the community where 
the mattresses are being made. 

7. It will be necessary for each 
famiy to provide their own mat- 
tress-making needles, thread and 
cord for tacking when construct- 
ing the mattresses. Fifty-five 
cents will be collected with each 
application for taking care of these 
items, 

8. Hach family which receives 
the material agrees that the mat- 
tress will be used by the family 
and not traded or sold or other- 
wise disposed of. 

The County Agricultural work- 
ers pointed out that additional de- 
tails of the plan will be given 
upon request. 

Definite plans for taking appli- 
cations all over the county have 
not beem made at this writing. 
These plans will be made in the 
very near future and all families 
will be notified by mail where to

SCHOOL TEACHERS BIG HELP 
IN IMMUNIZATION PROGRAM

The schools of Coffee County 
have assisted immeasurably in the 
program for protection by immu- 
nization. Many school children 
have been protected because they 
loved their teacher enough to take 
her advice and “Take the shots,” 

This influence of the school 
teacher needs to be used for the 
protection of the whole family 
against typhoid fever. Babies 
need protection against Diphtheria 
at the age of six months and to 
receive two injections of toxoid 
one month apart. This is an im- 
provement over the one-dose meth- 
od. Upon entering school the pre- 
viously immunized child receives 
another stimulating dose of toxoid. 

Typhoid vaccine should be tak- 
en every two years by all over
